The absence of grow ill),' wheat dur- 
ing the mouth of March has left the 
solution of the fate of the late wheat 
to the future. The condition of early 
w heat is still reported excellent, and 
in a few counties, where the major 
port ion of the crop was sown early, 
the prospect for a full average crop 
is t:ood. Severe freezing while the 
soil was saturated has further weak- 
ened the vitality of the plant, and 
were it not for the remarkable re- 
cuperative qualities so often shown 
we might despair of receiving any 
returns from a, considerable per 
cent, of the acreage. A number of 
correspondents report that the acre- 
age w illsurely be reduced by plow ing 
up and sow ing to other crops. We 
would advise that ample lime be 
given for development before resort- 
ing to this measure. All vegetation 
is fully one month late, ami the pros- 
peet ahanld be |Mlgnd accordingly. 
Heavy rains have also damaged the 
crop by washing K"Uiis in the rolling 
by dm rllowing the bot-
